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To the President of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives 

On March 12, 1986, the President's fourth special message 
for fiscal year 1986 was submitted to the Congress pursuant to 
the Impoundment Control Act of 1974. We have reviewed the 
impoundments reported in that message. We are continuing to 
examine one deferral, Deferral No. D86-60, and will report 
separately on it. The enclosure provides all information we 
identified which we believe will be useful to the Congress in 
its examination of the other impoundments submitted in the 
fourth special message. 

The proposed deferrals are in accordance with existing 
authority. With regard to the President's rescission proposals, 
the 45-day period of continuous session during which the funds 
may be withheld pending congressional consideration of a 
rescission bill will end on May 9, 1986.
